Declare His Gracious Inclination 
for the Eaſe of His People, that a Sum ſhould be Agreed upon, to be Payed at 
the Renewing of the Tackvgof Teinds of the ſaid Biſkopricks,and that the fr{t Ofer 
thereof ſhould be made to the Heretors. And ſeing that before the, Roup goon, 
it is neceſſa:y to know if the Tacks thereof formerly Set by the Biſhops be Ex- 
pired or not. Therefore the ſaids Lords Commiſſioners of Their Majeſties Th:= 
ſaury with Advice ard Conſent of the Lords of Exchequer, have thought fit to 
Delay the fame,until the Firſt Day of November next to come z to the«fect that 
a)l Heretors and others, who have Tacks of Teinds trom the faids Biſhops, may 
Produce them to the Clerks of Exchequer, betwixt and the Firſt Day of oTobep 
enſuing,and whereunto they are hereby Required. Certifying ſuch as ſhall Failzie 
therein.,, that the ColleQors or Tackſmen of the Biſhoprick Rents, will proceed 
co uplift the ſaids Perſons their Teiths ipſa corpora, or Purſue for the Value there- 
ofs And that none may pretend Ignorance, Ordains theſe Preſents to be Prin» 
ted and Publiſhed at the Mercat- croſs of Edinburgh, and the other Head. burghs 
of the reſpeQive Shires of this Kingdom. Given at Edinburgh the Third Day of
